U. S. Safety Campaign is Making 
Progress

THE RIGHT NOTE LAUDED 


The N ational Safety council ha* a right to feel 
proud. 
W ith it* report for 
la *t year, it finished 
20 years of work for the prom otion of safety. In 
those two decades there were 1,720,000 deaths from 
accidents in the United States. 
More than one- 
fourth of that total resulted from m otor accidents. 
The total num ber of accidental deathB in 19 82, 
however, was 9 .000 less than in 19 31 and the lowest 
since 19 24. 
Some of the decrease, doubtless, p ar­ 
ticularly industrial and autom obile accidents, m ust 
be credited to the depression. W ith fewer factories 


them upon a special radio program. 
We do not know ex actly the purpose behind 
the broadcast, but if it were to stimulate and 
encourage the morale of the members of this 
organization, we should say it was an outstand­ 
ing success. 
The stirring appeals to the y oung 
men located in these camps, together with the 
recapitulation of their work, were conduciv e 
to an optimistic feeling to the "outsider’ w'ho 
was listening in.

\\ e are glad that President Roosev elt, has 
gone through the ex perience oi serv ice, and 
been so in constant touch with human need 
that he recognizes the necessity of this labor. 
Again, he emphasized the thought that we 
must get away from the ex pectation of receiv ­ 
ing something for nothing. It would be well 
if the people of our country should definitely 
understand 
that 
doubling 
or 
quadrupling, 
through « peculation, the amount one lias today , 
is not conduciv e to a normal life, it is not in 
harmony with the interest of the great mass of 
the people, and it, in the last analy sis, is taking 
money from other people who lose it, without 
giv ing them any thing in return for it. 
The 
President could very well have pointed to the 
speculativ e mania that seems to hav e taken 
possession of our people, just as « trongly a« 
they had it in 19 29 . 
President Roosev elt, although he has never 
known, in his own personal life, what absolute 
need of the necessities or comfort« of life is, 
seems through observ ation and contact, to have 
v icariously ex perienced it, so that he under 
stands it. 
We hav e no doubt but the thousands 
of y oung men who listened to 
his address will 
be helped greatly thereby .

We cannot keep children out of 
the w ater if we w ant to because 
the Instinct to bathe in it i* too 
strong. 
Of course we do not w ant 
to keep them out of the sw im m ing 
places h u t we are alw ays in fear 
for their lives if the w ater is m ore 
than a few inches deep. W e w ant 
them to stay close to the shore, 
carry life preservers, cling to the 
ra ft 
and stand on th eir feet. T hat 
isn’t going to help us 
any.

only safe thing to do is to teach 
the children to

sooner they learn the better. 
1 hope nobody is going to throw
